Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 35-39, 41 , 42, 44-49, 51-55, 57-71 , 73, 76 and 77 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Each of the 
independent claims requires the method step of inserting a portion of the insertion 
sheath between the anchor and the carrier tube into a gap/recess formed in the carrier 
tube to deploy the anchor. The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest such a 
step.
